Washington, December 25.—(Special.)—

THEY WILL REPORT FOR DUTY TODAY, 


The Case Settled in a Manner Satisfactory 
to All Interested—The DPngineers 
Submit Their Contract. 


Macon, Ga., December 25.—(Special.)— 


Now that the battle is over between the 


railroad and telegruphers and the Central 
railroad it is well to consider the great im- 
portance of Judge Speer’s decision. 

The case was a novel one. TF or the first 
time the striking opecators of a raiJ~oad 
members of a labor organization, have come 
into a court of equi®@y and relying upon the 
pledge ‘of the federal courts made in several 
decisions, that they should have redress 
for real grievances, have invoked the pro- 
tection of the judge who had placed the road 
in the hands of a receiver. The result has 
shown that the judiciary was faithful to 
its pledge and equal to the delicate aud 
difficult task of adjusting sch matters. 

The decision of Judge Emory Speer will be 
memorable in judicial annals. He is the first 
judge ever called upon to discharge this diffi- 
cult duty and he has performed it in a wise, 
just and conservative manner, eminently satis- 
factory to all interested in the large proper- 
ty in the hands of the court, and to the 
thousands of employes all over the land, who 
have watched with intense interest the result of 
the cause. To the Hon. R. W. Patterson, 
counsel for the telegraphers, is due the credit 
of inaugurating this novel method of enforc- 
ing his client’s rights and with rare tact, abil- 
ity and eloquence conducted their case to a 
successful termination. The telegraphers 
were a different set of men from what are or- 
dinarilly termed strikers. They were brainy 
young fellows, educated gentlemen and the 
quiet, orderly and conserative manner in 
which they conducted themselves won the ad- 
miration of the public. 

They have telegraphed to all members of 
their order that all difficulties have been wise- 
ly and finally adjusted by the court, and all 
operators will report for duty on Monday. The 
local division will hold their regular monthly 
meeting this afternoon and matters of im- 
portance will be transacted. 

None of the railroad officials could be found 
in their offices today, and, therefore, noth- 
ing could be ascertained as to what position 
they will assume toward their late employes. 

The Kagineers Next. 

It is reported on good authority that the 
Brotherhood of Lotomotive Engineers have 
profited by the mistake of the telegraphers 
and submitted their contract to Judge Speer 
asking that he require Mr. Comer and Mr 
Wadley to sign it with them. 

It will be remembered that this same con- 
tract was presented to Mr. Wadley about 
thirty days ago, but he took advantage of the 
agreement previously made, wherein ninety 
days’ notice should be given previous to re- 
quest for a new contract. The ninety days 
will not expire until March and, therefore, 
they have been more or less uneasy ever since 
Wadley put them off. It is probable that 
more interesting developments will soon trans- 
pire in the United States court.

CHRISTMAS THE GREATEST DAY 


Preaches ad f 


Of All that Is to Be Found in the Calen- 


dar—A Review of the Great Events 
of the Bible. 


Brooklyn. December 25.—(Special.)—The 
sermon preached by Rev. Dr. Talmage 
this morning, was of a character especial- 
y appropriate to the holiday season, and 
was listened to with rapt attention by an 
audience that crowded the tabernacle. Be- 
fore beginning his discourse, the preacher 
gave out the opening hymn: 

Joy to the worid, the Lord hath come, 

Let earth receive her king. 

The text selected was, Colossians 2, 16: 
“In respect of a holy day.” 

What the Bible here and elsewhere calls 
a holy day, we, by change of one letter and 
change of pronunciation, vall holiday. But, 
by change of spelling and accentuatien, 
we cannot change the fact that holidays 
bave great significance. As long as the 
world stands, Christmas day and New 
Year's day, and Kaster day will be charged 
and surcharged with solemn suggestiveness 
and holy mirth. Whether you take the old 
style of my text and call them holy days 
or the modern style and call them holidays, 
they somehow set all my nerves a-tingle 
and my deeper emotions into profoundest 
agitation. I am glad that this season we 
have the holidays completely bounded. For ‘ 
years Christmas day, starting in the midst 
of one week, and New Year’s day, starting 
in the midst of another week, we have been 
perpiexed to know when the holidays began 
and when they ended, and perhaps we may 
have began them too soon or continued 
them too tong. But, this year they. are 
bounded by two beaches of gold: Sabbath 
December 20, 1892, and Sabbath, January 
1, 1893. The one Sabbath this year com- 
memvraves the birth of the greatest being 
that ever walked the earth; the other cele- 
brates the birth of that which is to be one 
of the greatest years of all time. ‘The one 
day supernatural because of an unhinged 
star and angelic doxology, and the other day 
natural, but part of a procession that start- 
ed with the world’s existence and will go on 
until the world is burued up; both the first 
and last days of these holidays coming in 
with Sabbatical splendor and solemnity, 
and giréling all the days between with 
thoughts that have all time and all eternity 
in their emphusis. How shall we spend 
them? At haphazard and without special 
direction, and they leaving, as they go away 
from us, physical fatigue and mental ex- 
haustion, the effect of late hours and reck- 
lessness of diet, adding another chapter 
to the moral and spiritual and eternal dis- 
asters, which have resulted from mispent 
holidays Ob, no! A stout and resounding 
no: for all the eight duys. 

I propose that we divide this holiday sea- 
son, the two Sabaths of the holiday and 
the six days between, into three chapters. 
The first part of a chapter of an illustrivus 
birthday; the second part a chapter of annual 
decadence; the third part a chapter of 
chronological introduction. 

First, then, a chapter of illustrious birth- 
day. Not a day ot any year but has been 
marked by the nativity of some good or 
— soul. Among the discoverers the birth- 
ay of Humbolt was September 14th and 
of David Livingstone, March 19th. Among 
astronome:s, the birthday of Isaac Newton 
was December 25th and Herschel Novem- 
ber 17th. Among orators, the birthday of 
Cicero was January 3d and of Chrysostom 
January lath. Among prison reformers, the 
birthday of Johiu Howard was September 2d 
and of Elizabeth Fry May Ist. Among 

inters, the birthday of Raphael was 

rch 28th and of Michael Angelo March 

6th. Among strtesmen, the birthda of 

Washington was February 22d, of Hamil- 

ton May 16ti and of Jefferson April 2d. 

Among consecrated souls, the birthday of 

Mrs. Hemans was September 25th, of 
Lucretia Mott January 3d-and of Isabella 
Graham July 2Y¥tkh. But what are all those 
birthdays compare! with December 25th, 
for on or about that day was born one who 
eclipsed ali th: great names of all the 
centuries— Jesus of Bethlehem, Jesus of 
Nazareth, Jesus of Golgotha, Jesus of 
Olivet, Jesus of the heavenly throne? The 
greatest pictures have been made about 
scenes in His lifetime. ‘The greatest  sac- 
rifices on field of battle or in hospital or 
oo long march or in martyrdom have been 
inspired by His self-abnegation. The finest 
words of ¢.oquence ever spoken have ut- 
tered in the proclamation of His gospel. The 
grandest orators that ‘ave ever rolled 
from orchestra: were descriptive of His 
life and death. There have been other or- 
oratorios but nove like Him who “spake as 
never man spake. There has been other 
reformers, but none like Him who will not 
have compieteu his mission until the last 
prison is ventilated and the last blind eye 
Opened and the Jast deaf ear unstopped and 
the last lame foot bounds like-a roe and 
the last cawe of dementia shall come to its 
right mind. There have been other dis- 
coverers, but none like Him, able to find 
how man may be just with God. There 
baye been othe: deliverers, but none like 
Him, the rescue, of nations. There have 

n other painters, but none like Him 
who put the imaze of on 2a lost soul. 
No wonder we celebrate His birth, Pro- 
testant church, Catholic chureb, Greek 
church, St. Isaae’s of St. Petersburg, St. 
Peter’s at Rome, the Madeleine at Paris, 
St. Paul’s sn London, joining all our Amer- 
ican cathedrais aud churches and log-cabin 
meeting heuses avd homes in keeping this 
pre-eminent birth festival. 

Elaborate and prolonged efforts have been

not yontee down that night, some angel 
would have rushed down and pointed with 
his glittering sceptre. Isaiah and David 
and Ezekiel, who foretold the coming, 
would have descended from their thrones 
and stood on the: roof of the barn or in 
some way designated the honored locality. 
As the finger of light that December 25th 
—- to the straw-cradie, now all the 
ngers of Christendom this moment, fingers 
of childhood and old age, fingers of sermon 
and song and decoration and festivity point 
to the great sffaw cradle. Am-I not right 
in saying that the first of the three chapters 
of the holidays should be devoted to the 
illustrious birthday? By song and prayer 
and solemn reflection and charities today, 
and by gifts and trees that bear fruit in 
an hour after they are planted, and family 
gathering and hilaritfies sounding from 
cellar to garret tomorrow, keep Christmas. 
As far as possible, gather the children and 
the grandchildren, but put no estoppel on 
racket, whether of laughter or swift $ret 
or toys in shape of railtrains or trumpets of 
infant effigy. Let the old folks for one day 
at least say nothing about rheumatism, 
“or prospect of carly demise, or the degen- 
eracy of modern times, or the poison in 
confectionery. If you cannot stand the 
noise, retire from it for a little while into 
some other room and stop your ears. 
Christmas for children without aged of 
noise is no Christmas at all. If children 
and grandchildren cannot have full swing 
during the holidays, when will they have 
it? They will be still soon enough, and 
their feet will slacken their pace, and the 
burdens of life will bear them down. 
Houses get awfully still when the children 
are gone. While they stay, let them fill 
the room with such resounding mirth that 
you can hear the echoes twenty years after 
they are dead. By religious celebration to- 
day, and by domestic celebration tomorrow, 
keep Christmas. As for our beloved church 
we tomorrow night mean to set the children 
of our Sabbath school wild with delight, and 
in The Christian Herald, with* which I 
ain connected, we are celebrating the holi- 
days by sending out from two to four thou- 
sand Bibles a day, and they will continue 
to go out by express, by messengers and by 
mails until we have. distributed at least 
100,000 copies of the good old book on 
which Christmas is built, and which. gives 
the only healthful interpretation of these 
swift fiving years. 

The second chapter of the holidays must 
speak of annual decadence. This is the last 
Sabbath of the year. The steps of the 
year are getting short, for it is old now. 
When it wave? the _ springtime  blos- 
soms, the year was young, and when it 
swung the scythe and cradle through the 
summer harvest. fields, the year was 
strong; but it is getting out of breath 
now, and after six more throbs of the pulse 
will be dead. We cannot stop this annual 
decadence. Set all the clocks back, set all the 
watches back, set all the chronometers 
back, ut you cannot set time 

For the old family | clock 
might suppose’ that time would 
have especial respect and that if yon took 
hold of those old hands on the face of that 
centenarian of a timepiece, and pushed them 
back, you might expect that time would stop 
or retreat for at least a few minutes. “No! 
no!” says the old family clock. “I must go 
on. I saw your father and mother on their 
wedding day. I struck the hour of your na- 
tivity. I counted the festal hours of the 
day in which you brought home a bride. I 
sounded the knell at your father’s death. I 
tolled at your mother’s departure. Yea, [ 
must sound your own going out of life. I 
must goon. I must go on. Tick-tock. Tick- 
tock!” 

But there is a great city clock, high up in 
the tower. There are so many wrongs in 
al our cities to be righted, so many eyils to 
be extripated, so many prisons to be sani- 
taried; stop the city clock until all these 
things are done. Let common council aul 
all the people of the great town decree that 
the city hail clock shall stop. We do not 
want the sins of 1892 to be handed over to 
iSvs. Ve uv not want the young year to 
inherit the misfortunes of the old year. By 
ladders lifted to the tower and by strong 
bands, take hold and halt the city clock. 

“No, no,” says the city clock. ‘1 cannot 
wuit until you correct all evils or soothe all 
sorrow or drive out_all sin. I have beea 
counting the steps of your progress as a city. 
I have seen your opportunities. I have de- 
plored your neglects; but time wasted is 
wasted forever. I must go on. I must go 
on. Tick-tock! Tick-tock!” But in the 
tower of the capitols at Washington an 
London and Berlin and Vienna and all the 
great national capitols, there are clocks. 
Suppose that. by presidential proclamation 
and resolution of senate ond house ofyepre- 
sentatives our national clock in the c pitol 
turret be ordered to stop. “Stop, oh, clock: 
until sectional animosities are cooled o*f, 
until cur Sabbaths are better kept. and 
drunkenness ‘turns to sobriety and bribery, 
fraud and dissipation quit the land. Stop 
oh. clock! in the tower of the great United 
States capitol.” “No, no,” says the clock. 
“T have been going on so long I cannot afford 
to stop. I sounded the birthday of American 
independence. I rang out the return of 
peace in 1865,. I have seen many presidents 
iftaugurated. I struck the hour of Lincoln's 
assassination. I have beat time for~eman- 
cipation proclamation and Chicago fire and 
Charleston earthquake and epidemics of 
fever and cholera. Nations never stop. 
They march on towrda salvation or demo- 
lition. And whv should I stop? I chime 
for the national holidays. I toll for the 
mighty dead. I must go on. I must go on. 
Tick-tock! Tick-tock!” There may be ‘a 
difference of a few seconde or a few min- 
utes in the timepieces, but it will be a seri- 
ous occasion when next Saturday night 
about the same hour the family clocks and 
the citv clocks and the national] clocks strike 
One! Two! Three! 
Eight! Nine! Ten! Eleven! Twelve: 

Sorry am’ I to have 1892 depart this life. 
It has been a good year. What bright days! 
What sterry nights! What harvests! What 
religious convocations! What triumphs 
en- 
terprise and religion! But, alas, how sa- 
cred it has been with sorrows. What pil- 
lows Es Baer fever that agree not be rages 
ed! t. graves opening wide enough to 
take down beauty and strength and useful- 
ness! What octogenarians putting down 
the staff of earthly pilgrimage and taking 
the crown of heavenly reward! What 
children, as in Bible time, crying 
head, head! And they carried 
his Sather and he sat on her knees until 
noon, and then died.”

“Why, then say this about the comin 
year?’ For the simple reason that I fin 
as the years go by they become more and 
more eventful. Compare the nineteenth 
century with the eigtheenth century. Com- 
are the first half of this‘century with the 
ast half. The surges of this ocean of time 
are rolling higher and higher. The forces 
of right and wrong are rapidly multiplying 
and their struggles must intensified. 
It is a chronological fact that we are all 
the time coming nearer the world’s Edeni- 


zation first and then to its incineration, to 


its redemption and demolition. And so 
rig that 1893 will be a greater year than 
1892. Its wedding bells will be merrier. 
Its obsequies will be sadder. Its scientific 
discoveries more brilliant. Its prosperities 
more significant. Its opening more grand. 
Its termination more stupendous. Look 
out for 1893! Let printers have in their 
case3 of type plenty of exclamation points 
to set up a sudden paragraph.

The good people of Atlanta are cele- 
brating Christmas in their usual sensible 
and kindly fashion. | 

Saturday was a memorable day with the 

poor. The committee having in charge 
the matter of presents for needy children 
and relief for their parents, succeeded 
splendidly in the mission entrusted to 
these willing workers. The list numbered 
about four hundred families, say 2,000 
persons, and the committee, through the 
generosity of our merchants and other 
citizens, managed to make the entire 
round without overlooking anybody. 
» This is Atlanta’s way of enjoying Christ- 
mas. She makes it a point to see that 
none of the dwellers within her gates are 
permitted to suffer, and the result is a 
merry Christmas in every circle, from 
the mansions of the rich down to the 
cabins of the poor. 

We have made a good beginning, but, 
after all, it is only a beginning. Every 
month in the year we have the children 
of misfortune with us, and if they are en- 
titled to our loving care one day in the 
year, they are entitled to it every day. 
But there are more ways of helping the 
poor than one. The rich and enterprising 
men who are planning fcr the future wel- 
fare of the city should never forget that 
the best way to benefit the poor is to fur- 
nish them with steady employment. The 

wth of our manufacturing industries, 
it is to be hoped, will do this. Manufac- 
turers not only employ large numbers of 
persons, but they increase population, 
swell the volume of commerce and make 
times easier for all classes of wage- 
workers. ; 

However, this is no day for industrial 
and economic questions. It is a day for 
greetings and gifts, smiling faces and 
light hearts, and we trust «bat Atlanta 
is full of them. . 


The Venezuelan Mission. 

A spedal fr@m Caracas, Venezuela, 
states that United States Minister W. L. 
Scruggs has sailed for this country on 
leave of absence, and it is generally under- 
stood that he will not return, When be 
left, the government paid him the compli- 
ment of sending Secretary of Foreign 
Affairs Palacio and several members of 
President Crespo’s military staff as his 
escort on a special train to La Guayra. 

The friends of Minister Scruggs in At- 
lanta and elsewhere have good reason to 
be proud of his plucky conduct during the 
Venezuelan revolution. His firm stand 
for the honor of our flag and the rights 
of American citizens commanded the re- 
spect of the warring factions, and, with 
the advent of a new government, the 
American minister stood confessedly the 
most prominent and influential of all the 
foreign representatives. — 

It would appear from the tenor of the 
Caracas dispatch that Mr. Scruggs intends 
to resign, or that he expects to see his 
place filled by the new administration at 
the expiration of his leave of absence. 
His arrival in Atlanta, in the course of 
the next few days, will doubtless stir up 
quite a ripple of interest in circles where 
a foreign appointment would nwt be un- 
welcome, and there will be many anxious 
inquiries about the expected vacancy. Mr. 
Cleveland will find plenty of good men, 
but he will find few with the diplomatic 
experience of this modest Atlanta citizen, 
who will soon receive the cordial greet- 
ings of his old neighbors of both political 
parties. 


The French Pretenders. 

If Prince Victor and the duke of Or- 
leans take advantage of the present 
troubles in France to cross the frontier, 
with the purpose of heading a revolt 
against the government, it is to be hoped 
thet the authorities will try them by a 
drum-head court mai tial, and order them 
to be shot. 

While Prince Victor is the ré2ognized 
head of the Bonapartisis, he is, in point 
of fact, no more entitled to occupy that 
position than the American branch vf the 
family. He is the elder son of the late 
Prince Jerome Napoleon. He was dis- 
inherited by his father, but his younger 
brother refused to accept the fortune, 
and remains his loyal supporter. The 
young prince is aman »f culture and 
ability, and has seen service ia ‘he army, 
but his late father was one of the most 
unpopular men in France, and bis black 
record of debauchery and cowardice 1s 
enough to handicap his son. Victor's 
hope is that there will be a dissolution cf 
the present government, and tha+ a vote 
of the people will make him iirst consul or 
president, in which event he wou’ have 

the machinery in his 
strangling the republic and proclaiming 
emperor.

should be strong enough to expel the cor- 
ruptionists from its councils and put good 
Ten in their places. The situation is 
serious, and it justifies the infliction of 
the death penalty upon any exiled enemy 
who crosses the border, whether he bears 
the eagle of the Bonapartes or the lily 
vf the Bourbons. 


Not at all Strange. 

Our esteemed contemporary, The Wil- 
mington Messenger, says: 

It is very remarkable that.Lincoln, Farragut 
and Thomas should all have been southern 
born. Lincoln was probably born in North 
Carolina, Farragut was born in Tennessee, 
once a part of North Carolina, and Thomas 
was born in Virginia. Lincoln is the northern 
ideal man—‘‘the greatest man after Washing- 
ton,’’ they are fond of saying! Farragut was 
the greatest naval commander in the war’ 
against the south in the second war of inde- 
pendence. Thomas ranks next to Grant among 
all soldiers in the northern armies as to real 
military genius, and there are northern writers 
who think him “first in war.’’ But be that 
as it may, the three were not porthern but 
southern in their blood. 

These are interesting facts, but they are 
not “very remarkable.” The birthplace is 
nothing; training and environment, every- 
thing. These three southern-born men 
early in life fell under northern influences, 
and were practically northern men. Even 
here in the south, where.the struggle 
against fearful odds made our people 
cautious and suspicious, we made north- 
ern-born men generals in the confederate 
army, and if any of them had shown com- 
manding military genius the accident of 
birth would not have held them down. If 
the north has trusted southerners in her 
partisan councils, the south has trusted 
northerners: with equal liberality. 

As we said beivre, training and environ- 
ment are everything—they make the man. 
George D. Prentise was so much like a 
typical Kentuckian that people very soon 
forgot his New England origin. Sergeant 
S. Prentice was a Mississippian, though 
born 'n Maine. Albert Pike, another 
New Englander, was at his best in Arkan- 
sas. Edgar Allan Poe, despite his Boston 
birth, had a tropical soul, and was south- 
ern to the core. 

Examples might be multiplied, but they 
are unnecessary. Genius belongs to no 
clime. Georgraphical lines cannot hedge 
it. The world welcomes it whether it 
comes from polar snows or equ:torial 
deserts. It is so in war, and it is so in 
peace. Northern men have their share of 
leadership in New Orleans; southern men 
are at the front in New York. 

In this sensible country it is aot strange 
to see a man go from one section to an- 
other and achieve success. Nor is it 
strange to see a man yielding to the in- 
fluences of the section where he makes 
his home to such an extent that he is will- 
ing to work for it and fight for it. “Where 
a man’s home is, there his heart is,” the 
Germans say, and there is a good deal of 
truth in it. 


‘The Sectional Spirit. 

Colonel Cockerill’s able newspaper, The 
New York Morning Advertiser, thus com- 
ments on a recent editorial in our columns 
on the subject of immigration: 

The chief difficulty with the ‘well-to-do, 
wealthy and enterprising people in the north- 
ern and western states’’ is that, as a rule, 
they vote the republican ticket and would 
rather remain where they can enjoy this priv- 
ilege. They might go south if there was any 
reason to be#ve that the right to vote as 
they please will not be, on one pretext on an- 
other, denied them. That is why they stay 
in the north. 

But we must caution the promoters of this 
immigration scheme against a danger which 
they seem to have overlooked. The democratic 
apprehension during the recent campaign 
was that protection would bring too many 
skilled workingmen to this country. If our 
southern friends open their gates too widely 
their land may be filled with ‘‘greasy mechan- 
ics’’ before they know it. For the ‘‘well-to- 
do, wealthy, enterprising people’’ of the north 
have acquired their money by engaging in man- 
ufacturing and other useful pursuits, and may 
wish to keep on at it, even in the south. 

Conceive the effect of an eruption of a lot 
of such “immigrants,’’ followed by their work- 
ingmen, bent upon establishing shops and fac- 
tories, among a people whose most delightful 
occupation is to sit around the cross roads 
‘‘sto’’’ waiting for the frost to mature the 
persimmon upon which the ’possum may fat- 
ten! We do not wish to discourage the move- 
ment, but merely to suggest that haste should 
be made slowly. 

Only a few days ago The Advertiser 
called for specifications going to sustain 
the charge of sectionalism on the part of 
the republican party. Now, the utter- 
ances we haye quoted are sectional or 
nothing. They reiterate the stale charge. 
that republicans cannot vote in the south, 
and the statement is made that our peo- 
ple are opposed to manufacturing indus- 
tries, although the census bulletins effec- 
tually disprove such silly fabrications. 

But this is not all. During the recent 
campaign, The Advertiser charged the 
democrats with adopting the economical 
policy of John C. Calhoun and Jefferson 
Davis. It advocated a protective tariff 
because the south was opposed to it. One

A. Beatie to the 
presidency of the board of education of the 
city of Atlanta was a compliment well deserv- 
ed., Mr. Beatie has been a member of the 
board ever since its establishment, and it 
would be hard to estimate the service he has 
rendered to the city. As chairman of the com- 
mittee on new buildings he has rendered ser- 
vice for which other officers in the city’s em- 
ployment have received thousands of dollars. 
None but those who have served with him 
know how closely he has watched the expen- 
ditures, getting the full value of every dollar 
expended. On an average the city builds two 
schoolhouses every year, involving a cost of 
$35,000. To this should be added at. least

sum the city has never had to pay one cent 
for superintendence, Mr. Beatie paying the 
same personal attention to the work in pro- 
gress as if it were his own private business. 


But it is not alone in the saving of dollars 
and cents that the influenece of Mr. _ Beatie 
has been felt. He has an admirably cool head, 
and when other members would be carried 
away by either partisanship or enthusiasm, 
Mr. Beatie was always ready to put on the 
breaks and bring the body back to its better 
self. Many a member has to thank him that 
some measure which he advocated in the first 
flush of enthusiasm, was defeated and the 
board was permitted to go on its conservative 
way. The board has always been fortunate in 
its presiding officers, For over fifteen years the 
wise hand of ex-Governor Josheph EB.

THE DIVISION OF TEXAS. 


Sectional and Factional Feeling in the Great 
State That May Help Division. 
From The New York World. 

A special correspondent of The Galveston 
News, writing from Austin, recognizes the 
sceng*h of the popular feeling in Texas in 
opposition to the propysed division of that 
state, and himself expresses the opinion that 
it never will be divided for the purpose of fur- 
nishing more United States senators. 

The writer, however, brings forward other 
considerations, which may in time prepare the 
people for seriously entertaining the question 
of division. Texas has for years been controll- 
ed by what is known there as the “Tyler 
Gang,”” which consists of a close corporation 
of east Texas politicians. These have hl 
the state in sectional control for a long time. 
Thé Galveston News correspondent puts the 
case thus strongly: 

The state government as a sectional agency, 
as an extravagant and burdensome taxeater, 
ag an absorbent of personal liberty and as a 
patriarchial agency, under slavish control of a 
sectional political corporation quite as soulless 
and grasping as business corporations, is edy- 
cating great numbers to seek relief, if neces- 
sary, even by separation from the selfish and 
arrogant dominant section. In the first place, 
the system of taxation for school purposes and 
the distribution of school taxes operate as a 
perpetual drain upon One section to enrich an- 
other. The injustice is so great that relief 
from it would be welcome, even at the ex- 
pense of such an experiment as state division. 

Some significant figures are furnished to show 
the extent to which the ruling faction has dis- 
criminated in favor of one section and against 
another. Forty-six eastern.counties are named 
which received last year from the state for 
schools $781,491.50, and for costs in felony 
cases and examining trials $75,089.32, a total 
of $856,580.82. These same counties paid taxes 
to the state of $550,019.60, thus making a clean 
profit from the transaction of $306,561.22. 

On the other hand, forty-six western coun- 
ties received from the state for schools $254,- 
261, and for costs of courts, etc., $56,009.74, a 
total of only $310,270.74, while they paid to 
the state in taxes $543,811, a net loss of $233,- 
540.26. 

It Is further pointed out that the growing 
west is building rapidly and needs all @s sur- 
plus at home, but ae that has to be sent out 
of the state, or to the ruling section. it must 
borrow money, ahd the nterest on its bonds 
runs its net contribution to the state up to 
$400,000 annually, while, as before Showr, the 
old and settled eastern counties make a hand- 
some pet profit from their dealings with the 
state. 

Furthermore, the western counties do not 
have their. pick of 100,000,000 acres of school 
lands, as the eastern counties did years ago; 
they must be content with what the greedy 
east has left for them. : 

Another grievous burden is found in the rail- 
road situation. The tastern countries were 
provided with a network of roads, ind these 
were subsidized with 35,000,000 acres of choice 
lands. These same east Texas politicians still
